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Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1969. 

HOUSING. 

There  is  virtually  no  overcrowding  of  dwellings  in  the 
area  and  although  there  are  many  old  properties  in  the  tcwn,  those 
are  gradually  being  improved.  It  is  regrettable  that  there  is  no 
council  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  because  there  is  a need  for 
this  type  of  dwelling  in  the  town.  The  waiting  list  for  council 
houses  is  made  up  mainly  of  families  from  outside  the  Urban  District 
who  desire  to  live  in  the  town. 

SEWERAGE . 

A joint  sewerage  scheme  serves  both  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  and,  at  present,  no  planning  permission  for  new  dwellings 
can  be  issued  until  the  difficulties  with  this  scheme  are  rectified; 
the  main  problem  being  the  infiltration  of  the  sewers  by  ground  water. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Only  one  notification  of  infectious  disease  was  received 
during  the  year  and  this  was  a case  of  infective  jaundice.  The 
residents  in  the  Urban  district  were  affected,  in  common  with  the 
rest  of  the  County,  by  the  outbreak  of  Influenza  (Hong  Kong  type)  which 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year;  no  deaths  were  reported  from  this 
epidemic  from  your  area. 

HEALTH  CENTRE. 

Proposals  are  in  hand  to  build  a Health  Centre  at  Narberth 
and  negotiations  are  taking  place  between  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  local  doctors.  It  is  hoped  to  proceed  with  this  in  the 
near  future. 

I should  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  to  me 
during  my  first  year  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

DEATHS . (General ) 

The  general  death  rate  has  fallen  this  year,  but  it  still 
remains  higher  than  the  county  and  national  rates.  Of  the  total 
25  deaths,  4 persons  died  from  malignant  disease  and  7 from  heart 

disease. 


Approximately  32^  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
aged  between  70  and  70  years  and  approximately  36%  in  persons  over 
80  years  of  age.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  nor  were  any  new  cases  of  the  disease  notified  during 
the  year. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis:  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school-children 

(13  years  and  over)  continued  during  the  autumn  term  and  contacts 
were  vaccinated  at  the  Chest  Clinic  by  Dr.  D. Llewelyn  Davies,  the 
Chest  Physician. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  791  children  in  the  county 
received  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  also  42  contacts. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 


It  was  not  possible  for  the  Mobile  Unit  to  make  its  annual 
visit  to  the  area  in  the  autumn,  but  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
visit  early  in  1970. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT.  1946. 

Local  Health  Services : Vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis 

and  measles  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  continued  during  the  year,  with  regular  sessions  at  Eastgate 
Clinic  and  also  in  schools.
